“Student-Faculty Review 
Board is doing us no good,”’ 
reported chairman Frank 
Miller at a “brainstorming” 
session Friday attended by 
17 students, 


Miller pointed out that “the 
faculty hardly ever attends. They 
don’t seem to show much inter- 
est. I get the idea that they think 
SFRB is just a game and we are 
little children. If this is to con- 
tinue, we might just as well drop 
SFRB.” 


“Student council doesn’t have 
to accept the board’s ruling,’ 
stated ASB vice-president Dan 
Wooldridge. “That’s where the 
trouble lies: a faulty constitu- 
tion. There is no enforcement.” 


When Carl Bryant said that 
council should do the enforcing, 
Wooldridge retorted that al- 
though this is council’s responsi- 
bility according to the handbook, 
“It should :be changed. We 
should change it to say these are 
our policies and enforce them.” 


“Maybe we should schedule a 
special meeting open to all stu- 
dents every year to change the 
rulés?”’ injected Miller. 


Dave Hughes protested, argu- 
ing that, “Students don’t give 
one holy heck about their Associ- 
ated Student Body Government. 
If we can just get them interest- 
ed, that’s where the challenge 
lies.”” 


Student Court, Student Appeal 
Court and Associated Student 
Court were proposed name 
changes. Publicity, individual 
contact with students and admin- 
istration backing were the most 
popular suggestions for improv- 
ing the status of the board.

President Dan Weaver. ‘‘Take all

Laguna Beach Police Chief 
Victor Stewart issued a warning 
to Santa Ana.College students to- 
day that “all parking rules and 
regulations will be strictly en- 
forced’? during Easter vacation 
next week. 


Spring vacation starts Monday 
with classes resuming March 31. 


“Conformance to the rules will 
prevent the inconveniences of ap- 
pearances in court, fines being 
paid, jail sentences levied and 
parents being called when offen- 
ders are under 18 years of age,” 
stressed Stewart. 

He reminded Dons that vehi- 
cles blocking garages and drive- 
ways will be towed away at the 
expense of the driver. All liquor 
laws will be rigorously enforced, 
added Stewart, emphasizing .that 
drinking alcoholic beverages on 
beaches is not permitted. 

“Subjects found sleeping or 
dressing in vehicles will be ar- 
rested and physically booked or 
cited,’”’ said Stewart.

“Real competition is what the 
adult student at Santa Ana Col- 
lege offers the average under- 
graduate,” according to.Dean of 
Students Thomas Trawick. 

Adult students are coming 
back to school in large numbers 
and SAC is receiving its share. 
Over half the total enrollment 
for spring semester includes stu- 
dents over twenty-one years of 
age.

Thirty-two year-old Jim Walk- 
er voiced the opinion of many 
adult students when he said, “The 
top positions in industry today 
require more than just a know- 
ledge of your subject.
